7:00pm - Call to Order 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. and led the 
Pledge of Allegiance.

7:01pm - Public Comment 

Jane Dearn, the sister of John Scagliarini, came to the podium to comment on the 
cancellation of his lease on Long Beach. She said she believes there was a lack of interest by 
the Board of Selectmen during last week’s testimony by Mr. Scagliarini. She said her parents 
migrated to the US from Italy and opened a Grocery Store on Market Street. She added that 
her father was the butcher and would come home with blood stained cloths. Eventually, 
because of urban blight, his business was taken by eminent domain. Ms. Deam continued by 
saying her brother John is not a bad guy and he did not refuse to pay his bills, however she 
understands why the Board had to take action against his property. She went on to say that 
Plymouth has lost its sense of family because of economic development. She finished by 
saying that John is a good man who has always helped people along the beach, then she said 
“what goes around, comes around”. 

Peggy Gino came up next and said that she moved to West Pond Road 18 months ago. She 
went on to say she was not afforded the opportunity to speak two weeks ago. She did some 
research about the Board of Selectmen principles and meeting guidelines dated April 2, 2013 
and would like to discuss civil discourse. She said she was very sad and embarrassed by the 
elected town official’s behavior and that they were not acting in accordance with said 
principles. Ms. Gino also said that she was offended by Mr. Provenzano’s tone at the last 
meeting. She added that she is not here to ask for another 5 year lease for Mr. Scagliarini. 

Ms. Gino also said that Selectman Joyce asked Mr. Scagliarini if he pays his employees on 
time, which she thought was uncalled for. She then asked why Mr. Scagliarini could not have 
represented himself during the Executive Session. Ms. Gino then told the Board that “we 
chose you to represent us, are your motives and intentions met with integrity”? 

Ms. Gino went on to say that Selectmen Mahoney was not fair or respectful at the last 
meeting. Ms. Gino posed the question “Are all citizens to be treated with dignity? Why is 
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John any different? We are all accountable for our actions.” Ms. Gino finished by requesting 
a letter of apology from the Board of Selectmen. 

Chairman Tavares made them aware that the Board of Selectmen does not respond to 
comments made during Public Comment. 

Everett Malaguti came up and said as the Chairman of the Beach Committee he believes 
John Scagliarini is being used as a scapegoat for other properties who have had similar 
issues. The Town focuses on Mr. Scagliarini as the poster child and I believe he’s being 
treated unfairly. He then asked the Board to look at other issues like roadways and the 
Nelson Street Sidewalk. Mr. Malaguti said he thought it was going to be a straight linear 
sidewalk rather than a winding sidewalk. He finished by saying it should not have had to 
have been repaired. 

Selectman Sean Page announced the Plymouth Fire Department Local 1768 is holding a 
“Toys for Tots” drive through December 12, 2016 and are accepting new, unwrapped gifts. 
He said no child should be left without a gift this Christmas season. Mr. Page finished by 
saying they have been supporting this program for the past 10 years. 


7:20pm - Public Hearing - On the Tee 

In accordance with Chapter 138 of the Massachusetts General Laws, as amended, a Public 
Hearing was held at the Plymouth Town Hall, 11 Lincoln Street, Plymouth, Massachusetts on 
Tuesday, November 15, 2016 at 7:20pm to consider the application for a New Annual Wine 
and Malt General on Premises License for On the Tee LLC d/b/a On the Tee, 8 Natalie Way, 
Russell Quigg, Manager. Description of premises will be as follows: One Floor, 900 Square 
Feet, 2 Entrances and 2 Exits. 

Russell Quigg, Manager of On the Tee, came to the podium and told the Board that he was 
seeking a New Annual Wine and Malt License. He explained that he has had Annual Liquor 
Licenses in the past without any issues. 

On a motion made by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board 
approved a New Annual Wine and Malt General on Premises License. Voted 5/0 


7:25pm - LIGHTS OF Hope — Children’s Bereavement Fund 

Jake and Nick came to the podium to present the Children’s Bereavement Fund Program. 
They said it began as a DECA Project by Nick’s older brother, Jon, who tragically dies in an 
automobile accident. Lights of Hope is asking the public to purchase a luminaire which will 
be displayed at the Jenny Grist Mill with 100’s of luminary bags that have been sponsored by 
AAA and the Police Relief Association. Last year this program raised $3,000. 


7:35pm - Plymouth Public Library - Presentation 

Jennifer Harris, Plymouth Library Director, came to the podium to present the Library’s long 
range plan for 2017 through 2022 and what that means for the Town. She went through the 
report introducing the Library Administration and Staff. She then read the Library’s Mission 
Statement. 
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Ms. Harris then talked about the Library’s description and what its focus is and what it can 
do for the community. This included the needs of people that would be using the Library. 

Ms. Harris then listed the four main goals of the Library and its Staff as the following: 

• Goal I - Unified Facility for the Adult Literacy Program 

• Goal II - Embracing the Technological and Digital Age 

• Goal III - Looking Within and Reaching Out Through Marketing 

• Goal IV - Preservation of the Library Facility and Institution 

Ms. Harris finished by saying their Long Range Strategic Plan has been filed with the 
Massachusetts Board of Commissioners. 

Ken Tavares, Chairman, complimented Ms. Harris for her presentation and for the great work 
that the library does for the community. 

Shelagh Joyce, Selectman, asked Ms. Harris if there were any connections between the High 
Schools, to which Jennifer Harris said they are greatly involved with Youth Services and 
with Dr. White in the English Department. 

Selectman Mahoney commended Ms. Harris and said the library is a tremendous asset to the 
community and must be maintained for future generations. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr, Vice Chainnan, said that having the Senior Center, Library, and The 
Recreation Division together has provided great synergy and that the buildings appear to be 
the right size to handle the volume of patrons. He then asked what the future of the 
periodicals looked like. Jennifer Harris said that some are often stolen, and some are online, 
but the library will be able to open space up once they move the periodicals. 

Chairman Tavares mentioned how he has attended graduations for Adult Learning Programs 
and often thinks how helpful these programs would have been back in the 1800’s. He then 
thanked Jennifer Harris and her Staff for the presentation. 


8:10pm - Strawberry Road Plow Request 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, informed the Board of Selectmen that residents of 
Strawberry Road have asked the Town to plow this private way beginning this winter. Ms. 
Arrighi said her main concern was if the Board was to approve this request it may cause 
problems for the Town with future requests such as this. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr stated that he is a member of the Roads Advisory Committee and 
although this seems like a small request, if approved it could cause a cascade effect. 

Sean Page, Selectman, said regardless of the weather and even if the roads are not plowed the 
Fire Department will get to the home in an emergency. Selectman Page then asks if the Town 
currently plows any unaccepted roads. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr replied by saying that the Town does not plow any private ways 
because they are typically in remote areas. Mr. Provenzano added that if the Town were to 
plow these private roads they would have great difficulty changing their routes, and finished 
by saying many other similar requests have not been approved by the Roads Advisory 
Committee. 
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Melissa Arrighi said that Chapter 90 Funds are always a concern for reduction and may be 
gone in its entirety at some point, and they have been reviewing a possible Article for the 
Spring Town Meeting for appropriating funds for roads. 

Shelagh Joyce, Selectman, asked if the petitioner from Strawberry Road is in a new house 
and do we have a number of homes that are in similar situations. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr replied by saying the petitioner is not in a new home and that there 
are about 100 homes in similar situations. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board voted not 
to plow Strawberry Road.
